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Our Letter from Edmonton

Edmonton, Alberta—Preliminar 
ies to the actual work of the 
Alberta legislature session were 
getting pretty well cleared 
away early this week, and there 
wer e indications that consider¬ 
ation of legislation and the bud¬ 
get might get under way next 
week. 

Provincial Treasurer Solon 
Low announced Saturday that 
he hoped to have the budget- 
introduced next Monday "unless 
something unforseen prevents.* 
If that aim is realized, it will 
constitute just about the earl¬ 
iest in any session in Alberta’s 
history that the budget has ap¬ 
peared, but there is always the 
probability of ‘‘something un¬ 
foreseen'* occurring. Last year it 
was the little matter of the re¬ 
bellion within the house, and 
when the budget was introduc¬ 
ed it was shelved and replaced 
by a temporary budget until the 
rebellion died down in June. 

The opening of the house last 
Thursday for the sixth session 
since the 1935 election coincided 
with the imprisonment of J. II. 
UflWin, M.L.A, and G. F Powell, 
‘Social credit expert," for three 
and six months respectively. 
They began serving their sent¬ 
ence* at practically the same 
moment as the legislature open¬ 
ed, and they were the subjects 
of dramatic scenes in the house 
that afternoon and next day. 

The Social Credit side brought 
ip a resolution describing the 
pamphlet, which resulted in the 
sentencing of Unwin and Powell 
for criminal libel, as being “a 
humorous dodger” which was 
meant to harm no one. The res¬ 
olution attributed to unnamed 
; persons “the impression" that 
the convictiors and sentences 
jwere "a grave miscarriage of 
'justice” and asked the minister 
.of justice at Ottawa to grant 
.full remission of the sentences 
‘immediately. 

It was the first time in Brit¬ 
ish history, so far as can be 
determined, that a legislature 
has presumed to cast reflect¬ 
ions up in the decision of a sup¬ 
erior court. Rather than take 
part in proceedings which they 
declared to be improper—and 
quoted rules of parliament to 
support their views—all the 
members of the opposition side 
of th e house walked out, with 
one exception. That exception 
was Dr. P, M Campbell, Unity 
member or Lethbridge, who re¬ 
mained for the vote and record¬ 
ed the sole vote against the res 
elution. 

All the members of the oppos 
ition had expressed entire will¬ 
ingness to intercede in behalf of 
Mr Unwin, as a fellow-member 
of the house, by sending a mess 
age to the minister of justicj 
asking for remission of sent¬ 
ence. They would add their 
names to any such message 
drafted by members of the 
house after the legislature had 
adjourned for the day, contrib¬ 
uting to the plea simply as priv¬ 
ate citizens, they said. But they 
could not take part, as members 
of the house, in a proceeding 
which was improper. That sug¬ 
gestion was not heeded; the Soo 
ial Credit majority in the house 
adopted the resolution. 

Meantime Premier William 
Aberhart sent a series of teleg¬ 
rams to Minister ol Justice 
Lapointe and to Premier King. 
The preityjgr had r.ot used the 
jkiwer invested him as attorney 
general to stop the prosecution 
of Unwin and Powell before 
their trials began—lie could 
have issued a “nulle prosso" 
order throwing the cases out of 
court at that time. Instead, ho 
merely had the attorney-general

It costs Raymond $800 a day. 
including Saturdays and Sun¬ 
days during the ten months of 
the school year to operate her 
schools. Figured at five and a 
half hours of actual school work 
i-aeh day, this is one dollar per 
minute, approximately, while 
the school is in session. The 
school requisition has not been 
submitted as yet for this year, 
but the above statements are 
made on the basis of a requisi¬ 
tion of $30,000 for the year. 
Now add to this the cost of op¬ 
erating the various departments 
of the Town’s business, subtract 
from this the revenue from the 
Waterworks, and you have the 
total which must be raised by 
taxation in dollars and cents for 
the present year s conduct of 
our public affairs. 

We can cut and skimp on our 
Town expenditures with respect 
to roads and culverts, we can 
let our Town Hall and other 
assets go into decay because of 
not keeping them up, and if 
need be w e can close ooir Public 


Library and Skating Link and 
thus save a few hundred dollars 
here and there, but the $30,000 
for the Schools must be paid 
not in work but in CASH. 

There are iX certain few. who 
judging by their actions and 
tluir talk, are of the opinL i 
that taxes i>aid in labor arc just 
as good as taxes paid ‘n cash. 
To an extent this may be so. 
But Raymond must have in the 
neighborhood of $45,000.00 in 
Town and School taxes in CASH 
to carry on and pay her hills. 
You can’t pay the teacher’s 
salaries in work, and you could 
not very \\ oil otter the Calgary 
Power Co. a piece of the new 
dam or a few loads of stone t > 
settle a month’s electricity bill 
These and many ethers, includ¬ 
ing payment of icliof groceries 
and coal, doctor and hosiptal 
bills must be paid in CASH. 

The payment of taxes ex¬ 
tends past the individual case 
Good tax collections will enable 
the Town to carry on longer 
without any increase of the mill 
rate, because if 100 p.c, of the 
levy is collected, then tile offic¬ 
ials have that much to pay out. 
On the hand if only 75 p.c of 
the levy is collected, then the 
mill rate must be raised, and 
when is raised, the people 
who pqy are penalized l>ecause 
of the laxity of those who do 
not. It would be a fine thing for 
citizens as a whole to build up 
a sentiment in favor of 100 p.c. 
payment of taxes by every citi¬ 
zen every year. By so doing 
bills could be met, interest sav¬ 
ed. the mill rate kept down, and

OUR SCHOOL PROBLEM {XX 


(By a Member of the School 

Board) 

It is sad, but true, that often 
the things of the most real 
uorth are considered common 
place, because of their nearness 
to us. 

All people of Raymond know 
we have schools, but many arc 
rot well enough acquainted 
with what they are doing to ap¬ 
preciate their value in our town. 

The Raymond Public School 
with 570 pupils possibly the 
largest Single Public Schcol in 
Alberta. Present indications are 
that next year we will have a 
complete double schoool, there 
l.\ ing t .vo ol each of the grades' 
from the beginners to Grade 8. 

The School is well equipped 
and graded and is bcir.g enic- 
iently administered by the 
Principal, Mr. IIick on and staff 
of 14 teaohers, who feel their 
responsibility and are giving a 
quality of service that many 
l>eoplo may not b e aware of. 

At the High School where 
175 of our boys and girls aiv 
spending 5 out of each 7 days, 
very satisfactory work is being 
done in spite of some definite 
handicaps in the way of having 
accommodations. The tone of 
the School is good, and last year 
the percentage of passing in 
Governmon al examinations 
was better tha n many other Hi 
schools, ours being above those 
of Magrath, Cardsto n and Leth 
bridge, and well above the Pro¬ 
vincial average. This same type 
of work is being done this year 
and our school is given a very 
acceptable rating by the School 
Inspector. Our results would 
indicate that in both the Public 
and High School we have a 
staff of hard-working teachers 
who are getting the support of 
the pupils and obtaining good 
results. 

The accommodations are not 
all wo would like at the High 
School. Our District i» using 
the building under a lease agree 
ment, but steps are now being 
take n to purchase the building, 
and the program includes quite 
extensive alterations in the 
building to make it more mod¬ 
ern and adapted to circumstan¬ 
ces required in the new courses 


of study and school arrange¬ 
ments. 

The School Board has been 
diligent in attending to the af¬ 
fairs of the District, & in spite 
of unfavorable years from 1930, 
the financial standing of the 
District has been steadily im- 
proximately $30,000 in 1931 has 
been constantly reduced utP’I at 
present the School District has 
no outstanding debts cr past 
due liabilities. The present 
School debentures will be fully 
paid next year. 

The property of the District 
been kept in Rond repair and 
at present i s in good shape. 
Within the last two years the 
Public School building has been 
repainted both outside and in¬ 
side. During each summer vac¬ 
ation the school buildings arc 
given a thorough cleaning and 
necessary repairs made. Last 
April new roofing was put on 
the Public School at a cost of 
$1,2000.00 placing the building 
in first class condition of repair. 

At the High School during 
1937 the board placed additional 
facilities costing $3,000.00 and 
employed two ne wteaehers to 
meet the requirements of the 
new school course i n extra cur¬ 
ricular studies. As a result 
there are few High Schools in 
the Province, except it be in the 
larger cities, provindng better 
opportunities for the students 
than right here in Raymond. 

We are all too prone to ac 
cept these conditions as a mat¬ 
ter of course. An occasioral 
word of appreciation, when good 
results are achieved would help. 
Instead our expression is too 
often the reverse, and many 
times o n hear say, that c ften 
borders on gossip. 

School teaohers, and we may 
include School Board members, 
although some may not * br» 
aware of it, possess enough of 
the natural human character¬ 
istics to respond more cheer¬ 
fully and efficiently and work 
more diligently when they are 
( made to feel that their efforts 
arc appreciated.
